The coal c-'mhine will 
probably send out at least oOO.OuO bushels of 
fuel while the independent companies will add 
to that amount considerably. In addition to 
getting the coal out, it seems likely that many 
of thi- tunljoats which have been tied up along 
the Ohio will be able to get to Pittabnrgh, 
among them the Spragoe, Defender, Williams, 
Raymond Horner and Boaz. It is just possi- 
ble that if the rain continues at the headwaters 
of the Allegheny as it has for the past few 
days a coalboat stage will be reached and all 
the coal in the harbor will be aent oat.
